It is now the fashion to place the 
golden age of England in times when noblemen were destitute of 
comforts, the want of which be intolerable to a modern footman, when 
farmers and shop-keepers breakfasted on loavs the very sight of 
which would raise riot in a modem workhouse, when to have a

But after all, the thing that matteis most, both for happiness 
and for duty, is that we should habitually live with wise thoughts 
and riglit feelings. Literatures held us more than other studies 
to this most blessed companionship of wise thoughts and right 
feelings, and so I have taken this opportunity of earnestly com- 
mending it to your interest and care.

In forming our notions of human nature, we are apt to make a 
comparison bt^tween men and animals, tlie only creatures endowed 
with thought that fall under our senses.

Hence it will follow that one of the probable signs of high breed- 
ing in men generally, will be their kindness and mercifulness, these 
always indicating more or less fineness of make in the mind, and 
miserliness and cruelty in the contrary. But a thousand things may 
prevent his kindness from displaying or continuing itself ; the mind 
of the man may be warped so as to bear mainly on his own interests ; 
iiiid then all his sensibilities will take the form of pride, or fastidious- 
lujss. or revcngefuliicss ; and other wicked, but not ungentlemanly 
tempers : or further, they may run into utter sensuality and covetous- 
ness if he is bent on pleasure accompanied with quite infinite cruelty 
when the pride is w’ounded or the passions thwarted.

Alexander overawes the imagination 
more than any other personage of antiquity by the matchless develop- 
ment of all that constitutes effective force — as an individual W’arrior, 
and as an organizer and leader of jirmcd masses. But all his grciat 
qualities w’cro for use only ag^iinst enemies ; in whicli caU^gory, 
indeed, were numbered all mankind, known and unknown, except 
those who chose to submit to him. In liis Indian campaigns, amidst 
tribes of utUu* strangers, we perceive that not only those who stand 
on their defence, but also those who abondon their property and flee 
to the mountains, are alike, persued and slaughtered. 

Apart from the transcendent merits of Alexander as soldier and 
a general, some authors give him credit for grand and beneficient 
^iews on the subject of imperial government, and for intentions 
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highly favourable to the improvement of mankind. I see no ground 
for adopting this opinion. As far as we can venture to anticipate 
what would have been Alexander’s future, we see nothing in pros- 
pect except years of ever repeated aggression and conquest, not to be 
concluded until he had traversed and subjugated all the inhabited 
globe.

For year in, year out, he had 
to keep his lonely w’atcb, in summer and winter, in fair weather anrl 
foul, and whenever he snatched a Iroubhid slumber it was at the peril 
of his life. The least relaxation of his vigilance, the smallest abate- 
ment of his strength of limb or skill of fence, put him in jeopardy ; 
gray hairs might seal his death-warrant, To gfmtle and pious pilgrims- 
at the shrine the sight of liim may well have apjieared to darken tluj 
fair landscape, as when a cloud suddenly blots the sun on a bright 
day. The dreamy bine of Italian skies, th(^ dappled shade or summer 
woods, ami the sparkle of waves in the sun can have accorded but ill 
witli that stern and sinister figure. Kathcr wo picture to ourselves 
the scene as it may have been witnessed by a belated wayfarer on one 
of those wild autumn nights when the dead leaves are falling tluck, 
ami the winds si^eni to sing the dirgre of the dying year.

But we have, on the other hand, 
some bold and magnanimous sayings common to high races and 
natures, which set forth the advantage of the losing side, and pro- 
claim it better to be a dead lion than a living dog. It is difficult to 
fancy how' the mediocrities reconcile such syings with their proverbs. 

{b) Gentility is only a more select and artificial kind of vulgarity. 
It cannot exist but by a sort of borrowed distinction. It plumes 
itself up and reveals in the homely pretensions of the mass of man- 
kind. It judges of the worth of everything by name, fashion, 
and opinion ; hence, from the curious absence of real qualities or 
sincere satisfaction in itself builds its super-cilious and fantastic 
conceit on the wretchedness and wants of others. Violcjnt 
antipathies are always suspicious, and betray a secret affinity. The 
ditf'ercnce between the ‘great vulgar and small’ is mostly in out- 
war<l circumstances. The coxcomb criticizes the dress of the 
clown, as the i)edant cavils at the bad grammar of the illiterate, or 
the prude is shocked at the backslidings of her frail acquaintance?. 
Those who have the fewest resources in themselves naturally seek the 
food of their self love elsewhere. The most ignorant people find most 
to laugh at in strangers : scandal and satire prevail most in country 
* places ; and a propensity to ridicule the slightest or most palpable 
<leviation from what we happen to approve, ceases with the progress 
of common sense and decency.

pieces of prose. The French understood this long ago, because 
they prize civilization and enjoy it. Pascal, the French thinker, 
writing his Provincial Letters in 1656 upon a subject obscured by 
medieval subtleties and distorted by party passions, is abeady just, 
polite, and lucid ; he docs not even affect the magnificent disdain of 
Gibbon, the English historian, but is a civilized man talking to other 
civilized men, and therefore all the more deadly in debate. But it is 
fallacious that he would kill, not those who maintain them. He knows 
that the art of controversy is not to begin with invective but to state 
your case in such a way that those who like invictive will supply it 
themselves against your adversary. 

Though he is not clothed in shining armour, he fights for the chil- 
dren of light in all ages, with no pretence of being an angel or a 
dervish, but quietly appealing to the everlasting reason from whence 
comes his help. 

(6) Thought and speech are inseparable from each other. Matter 
and expression are parts of one : style is a thinking out into lan- 
guage. This is what is called literature : not things, not the verbal 
symbol of things ; not, on the other hand, mere words ; but thougths 
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expressed in language. Call to mind the meaning of the Greelji;^ word 
which expresses the special prerogative of man over the feefble intelli- 
gence of the inferior animals. It is called Logo9 : what d(^8 Logos 
moan ? It stands for both reoson and for speech^ and it is difficult to 
say which it means more properly. It means both at once : why ? 
because really they cannot be divided, because they^ are in a true 
sense one. When we can separate light and illumination, life and 
motion, the convex and the concave of a curve, then will it be possible 
for thought to tread speech under foot, and to hope to do without it — 
then will it be conceivable that the vigorous and fertile intellect 
should renounce its own double, its instrument of expression, and 
the channel of its speculations and emotions. 

There are some critics who consider fine writing to be an addition 
from without to the matter treated of— a sort of ornament superin- 
duced, or a luxury indulged in, by those who have time and inclina- 
tion for such vanities. They speak as if one man could do the thought, 
and another the style. Wifii them, "fine writing’ is a trick and a trade, 
and language is but the hired servant of reason. But can we really 
think that Homer, or Pindar, or Shakespeare, or Walter Scott, were 
accustomed to aim at diction for its owu sake, instead of being 
inspired with their subject, and poiuing forth beautiful words because 
they had beautiful thoughts ? The elocution of a great intellect is 
great : his language expresses, not only his great thoughts, but his 
great self.

Hardly have you recovered form C. E. Montague’s 
dazzling Fiery Particles, when Mr. Guedalla comes at you with Masters 
and Men, 8top reading for an instant and you miss something really 
first-rate. 

(ft) And so having brought into the world ‘noble children’, ho 
rests from the labours of authorship. More than two thousand two 
hundi’ed years have passed away since he rerurned to the place of 
Apollo and the Muses. Yet the echo of his words continues to be 
heard among men, because of all philosophers he has the most melo- 
dious voice. He is the inspired propliet or teacher who can never die, 
the only one in whom the outward form adequately represents the fair 
soul within ; in whom the thoughts of all who went before him are 
reflected and of all who come after him are partly anticipated. Other 
teachers of philosophy are dried up and withered — after a few cen- 
turies they have become dust ; but he is fresh and blooming, and 
is always begetting new ideas in the minds of men.

relaxed by hope, nor sullen from disappointment. 

Every favour a man receives in some measure sinks him below 
his dignity ; and, in proportion to the value of the benefit, or the 
frequency of its acceptance, he gives up so much of his natural 
independence. lie, therefore, who thrives upon the unmerited 
bounty of another, if he has any sensibility, suffers the worst of 
servitude : the shackled slave may murmur without reproach, but 
the humble dependant is taxed with ingratitude upon every 
symptom of discontent ; the one may rave round the walls of his 
cell, but the other lingeas in all the silence of mental confinement. 
To increase his distress, every new obligation but adds to the 
former load, which kept the vigorous mind from rising ; till at last, 
(dastic no longer, it shapes itself to constraint, and puts on habitual 
servility. 

It is thus with a feeling mind : but there are some who, born 
without any share of sensibility, receive favour after favour, and 
still cringe for more ; who accept the offer of generosity with as 
little reluctance as the wages of merit, and even make thanks for 
past benefits an indirect petition for new; such, I ^ant, can suffef 
no debasement from dependence, since they were originally as vife* 
as was possible to be ; dei)endencc degrades only the ingenuoun^ 
but leaves the sordid mind in pristine meanness. In this ^uneif 
therefore, long continued generosity is misplaced, or it is injurious 
it either finds a man worthless or it makes him so ; and true it is, 
that the person who is contented to be often obliged, ought not to 
have been obliged at all. 
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(J) In a eommunity of hunters or of shepherds, every man easily 
and necessarily becomes a soldier. His ordinary avocations are 
perf^y compatible with all the expedition on which he is bound, 
he finds it easy to tran^ort with him the stock from which he 
'derives hk subsistence. The whole people is an army; the whole 
year a march. Such was the state ot society which facilitated the 
gigantic conquests of Attila and Tamerlane. But a people which 
subsists by the cultivation of the earth is in a very different situation. 
The husbandman is bound ttf the soil on which he labours.^ A 
long campaign would be ruinous to him. Still his pursuits are 
such as give to his frame both tho active and the passive strength 
necessary to a soldier. Nor do they, at least in the infancy of 
agricultural science, demand his uninterrupted attention. At parti- 
cular times of the year he is almost wholly unemployed and can, 
without injury to himself, afibrd the time necessary for short 
expedition. Thus the legions of Rome were supplied during its

among the nectarines, the vestiges of an old clxister ardh or shaft, 
and looking in front on the Cathedral Square itself^ laid out in rigid 
divisions of smooth grass and gravel walk, yet net uncheeiful 
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Specially on the sunny side where the Canon’s children arc walking 
with their nursery-maids. And so, taking aare not to tread on the 
grass, we will go along the straight walk to the West front, and there 
stand for a time, looking up at its deep pointed perches and the dark 
places between their pillars where there were statues once, and where 
the fragments here and there of a stately figure are still left, whieh 
has in it the likeness of a king, perhaps indeed a king on earth, 
perhaps a saintly king long ago in heaven ; and so higher and higher 
up the great mouldering wall of rugged sculpture and confused 
arcades, shattered and grey, and grisly with heads of dragons, and 
mocking friends, worn by the rain and swirling winds into yet 
unseemlier shape, and coloured on their stony scales by the deep 
russet orange lichen melancholy gold. 

(b) So far from science being irrehgious, as many think, it is 
the neglect of science that is irreligious — It is tlie refusal to study 
the surrounding creation that is irreligious. Take a humble simile. 
Suppose a writer were daily saluted with praises couched in super- 
lative language. Suppose the wdsdom, the grandeur, the beauty of 
his works, were the constant topics of the eulogies addressed to him. 
Suppose those who unceasingly uttered these eulogies on his works 
were content with looking at the outsides of them ; and had never 
opened them, much less tried to understand them. What value 
should we put upon their praises ? What should we think of their 
sincerity ? Yet, comparing small things to great, such is the conduct 
of mankind in general, in reference to the Universe and if Cause, 
Nay, it is worse. Not only do they pass by without study these 
things which they daily proclaim to be so wonderful ; but very 
frequently they condemn as mere triflers those who give time to the 
observation of Nature — they actually scorn those who show any 
active interest in these marvels. We repeat, then, that not science 
but the peglect of science, is irreligious. Devotion to science is a 
tacit worship — a tacit recognition of worth in the things studied ? 
and by implication in their Cause. It is not a mere lip-homage, 
bnt a homage expressed in actions — not a mere professed respect but 
a respect proved by the sacrifice of time, thought and labour. Nor 
is it thus only the true science is essentially religious. It is religious 
too in as much as, it generates a profound respect for, and an im- 
plicit faith in, those uniformities of action which aU things disclose. 
By accumulated experiences the man of science acquires a through 
belief in the unchanging relations of phenomena in the invariable 
connexion of cause and consequence — in the necessity of good or 
evil results. Instead of the rewards and punishments of traditional 
belief, which people vaguely hope they may gain, or esca^, spite 
of their disobedience, he finds that there are rewards and punishment 
in the ordained construction of things ; and that the evil results of 
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disobedience are inevitable. He sees that the lav^s to which we 
must submit are both inexorable and benehcient. He sees that in 
conforming to them the process of things is ever towards a greater 
perfection and a higher happiness. Hence ho is led constantly to 
insist on &em, and is indignant when they are disregarded. And 
4hp§ does he, by asserting the entemal {principles of things and the 
necessity of obeying them, prove himself intrinsically religious.

Pliny, in enumerating the imports from 
Egypt and Amina, mentions the Bengal mmllns ; and the 
.auwor of the Circumnavigation of the Erythren Sea boats testimony 
to iheir exti'eme fineness and transpamncy. In tliis work, w^hich 
is supposed to have been written by Arrian, an Egyptian Greek 
mention is made of several kinds of Indian muslins, wJiich are dis- 
tinguished by commereial names devived from thi^ country. The 
word Carpassas, which is einployed to designate the fine Bengal 
muslins is oviously derived from the Sanskrit Kari)asa or Bengali 
Kapas cotton. The word as used by the Aryan and the Egyptian 
traders generally took its origin in all probability, from Capassia, 
the country from which those muslins were exported. 

(&) The Mahabharata in referring to the spiritual power to be 
acquired by Yoga, says : — He,.0 King, who devok^d to the practice of 
austerities, betaketh himself to Brahmacharya in its entirety, and 
•tliereb 5 ’’ purifieth his body is truly wdsc, for by this he becometh as a 
.child free from all evil passions, and triumpeth at last. But it adds 
also that it was through the practice of Yoga that tlic Imavenly 
musicians, dancers, the ganddharvas and apsaras, acquired the 
marvellous physical beauty they possessed. And so in both Hindu 
and Buddhistic artistic canons it is laid down lliat the form of 
gods who also, like human beings, acquired divine powers by asce- 
tic practices were iu*verthehjss*not to be represented like tlie human 
iiscetics with bodies, emaciated by hunger and thirst, but 
smooth skin, rounded limbs, the neck and shoulders massive and 
sti^ong, and the waist narrow like body of a lion.

Two other 
great Vaishnava poets, Chandidas and Umapati were his contem- 
poraries. His patron. Raja Shiva Sinha Rupa Narayana, when heir- 
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appearent, gave the village Bisali as a rent-free gift to the poet in 
1400 A.D. This shows thatju 14U0 the poet was already a man 
of distinction. 

(jb) Kalidas probably lived in the fifth century of the Christian 
era. This date, approximate as it is, must be given with considerable 
hesitation, and is by no means certain. No truly bio^aphical data 
are preserved about the author, Avho nevertheless enjoyed a great 
popularity during his life, and whom the Hindus have regarded as 
the greatest of Sanskrit poets. We are thus confronted with one of 
the remarkable problems of literary history. For our ignorance is 
not due to the neglect of Kalidas’s writings on the part of his 
eountrymeii, but to their strange blindness in regard to the 
interest and importiince of historic fact. No European nation 
can compare W'ith India in devotion to its own literature, yet when 
we seek to reconstruct the life of the greatest Indian i)oet, we have 
no materials except certain Ic^nds.

The 
first conscious beginnings of it in early childhood are precious 
beyond words as the origin of dominant memories ; but the more 
deliberately w'c discipline our sensitive grasp of these things, the 
deeper our pleasure in them grows. The first conscious aim which it 
would be wise to concentrate upon is the difficult art of simplification. 
The difference between cultured people and uncultured people, in 
regard to their response to Nature, is that the former make a lot of 
a little, whereafti the latter make little of a lot. By this I moan that 
the less cultured you are the more you require from Nature before 
you can be aroused to reciprocity. Uucuttuiud people require 
blazing sunsets, awe-inspiring mountains, astonishing waterfalls, 
masses of gorgeous flow^ers, portentous signs in the heavens, 
exceptional weather on earth, before their sensibility is stirred to 
a response. Cultured people arc thrilled through and through by 
the shadow of a few waving grass-blades upon a little flat stone, 
or by a single dock-leaf growing under the railings of some city 
square. It is an affectation te boast, as certain moralists do, that a 
city-dweller can get the same thrill from dingy sparrows and dusty 
fofiage as from a rain-'wet meadow full of buttercups. Better were 
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it, than any such pretension, simply to recognize that in the deepest 
levels of culture city-dwellers arc at a disadvantage compared with 
country-dwellers. Better were it, if it is your ill-luck to live in a 
city, to hasten into the country, at least onc^ a week, and spend 
all your dreams during the other days in remembering that happy 
f?eventh-day excursion. 

(b) Literature is the written record of valuable thought, having 
other than a merely technical purpose. It is the preserved sum-total 
of the best ideas of the world's noblest men and women. It is the 
tale of ‘that common humanity whose sorrowings and sinnings, 
whose hopes and joys and little triumphs^ constitute the great story 
whioh all the pens of time have tried to tell — the story wliich leads 
hack and sets man face to face with the Undiscoverable’. Of all 
existing occupations, therefore, none is better than that of good 
reading, wisely to be used. It is treasure laid up for heaven^ for the 
mind endures when the body is scattered dust. Literature is more 
real and mone lasting than stocks and securities, statues and 
buildings. ‘The world of imagination,' it has been observed, ‘is not 
die world of abstraction and nonentity, as some conceive, but 
a world formed out of chaos by a sense of the beauty that is in man 
and the earth oh which he dwells. Every book we read may be 
made a round in the ever-lengthening ladder by which wc climb to 
knowledge and to thiit temperance and serenity of mind which, 
as it is the ripest fruit of wisdom, is also the sweetest.... The 
riches of scholarship, the benignities of literature, defy fortune and 
and outlive calamity. They are beyond the reach of thief or moth 
or rust. As they cannot be inherited, so they cannot be alienated.' 
^The grandest aim of imaginative art,' says Ruskin, ‘is to give men 
noble grounds for noble emotion.' Literature is but one of the 
imaginative arts ; and it is that art which presupposes a development 
of culture, which has been aptly defined as an ‘interest in the best 
things said and written in the world'. The best things are the 
remnant, the chosen few, the selected minority. There were nine 
^‘ibylline books, then three were thrown away, then»again three, but 
remaining ones were more valuable than the nine. ‘Literature', 
says John Morley, ‘consists of all the books — and they are not so 
many — where moral trath and human passion are touched with 
a certain hurgeness, sanity, and attraction of form.'

The account has been worked right, the proper 
authorities consulted, an accurate judgment formed, the most telling 
incidents selected.
